By every means they 
are told that existence in chains is 


By every means they are 
told that such surrender of their 
freedom to worship as they choose, 
or to speak or write as they choose, 
or to exercise a voice in government, 
is to their advantage. 

Unfoitunately many men, once 
free, now accept these claims. Un- 
fortunately some smaller nations 
within the shadow of the grea 
dictatorships appear willing to listen, 
too. But the people of America and 
the other great democracies realize 
their falsity. 

They know that when the people 
govern, wages are higher, and will 
buy more; the human spirit is freer, 
and will achieve more; peace is more 
certain and will prevail longer. 

They know that democracy assures 
not only the greatest security, but 
the greatest well-being, for the aver- 
age man and woman. 

They know that democracy re- 
mains the hope of the world. 

And so long as the democratic 
peoples remember these things, so 
long as they check false claims 
agaimst actual evidence, neither the 
persuasions nor the sword rattlings

The State Division of High- 
ways is conducting a highway 
lighting experiment in San Ma- 
teo County as an accident pre- 
vention measure. Sodium vapor 
lights are being installed, set on 
a staggered spacing, 140 feet 
apart, on the three and a half 
mile section of the Bay Shore 
highway between the San 
Francisca county line and 
South San Francisco. This lo- 
cation was selected because of 
the unusually large number of 
accidents of the type that 
might have been jrevented by 
highway lighting, that have oc- 
curred there in the past eight 
years. It is true that night 
driving is more hazardous but 
it is a question if these hazards 
will be entirely removed by bet- 
ter illumination. The _ experi- 
ment will teach us much and 
the results will be interesting to 
all.

DO YOU KNOW THE LAW?

When a law is first enacted by 
the legislature it covers every known 
angle of the situation it is sup- 
posed to regulate. But after the 
Statute goes to work many prob- 
lems arise and other session of the 
legislature are faced with the job 
; of amending the law as originally 
passed. 

Chapter 229, amending the ve- 
hicle code is an example of this 
type of legislation. Heretofore, a 
garage, repair shop, or other outo- 
motive concerns, could plane a lien 
on a car left with them without 
| limitation providng the charge was 
| elgitimate. 

The amendment places a limit on 
the allowable lien. So today, if a 
car is left for repair by anyone 
other than the registered or legal 
owner, the garage must notify the 
legal owner of any charges in ex- 
cess of $100 for any services on the 
car.

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SWEDENBORG WAS A PIONEER 
IN MANY REALMS OF SCIENCE |Announcements 


Marking the 250th Anniversary of His Birth, Plans 
Are Made to Commemorate His Contributions 
to Science and Philcsophy 


MANUEL SWEDENBORG, the 
250th anniversary of whose 
birth will be observeu on January 29, 
1938, was one of the great scientific 
Pioneers of his day. Part of his life 
was devoted to a science almost un- 
known in his time, psychology. 

Though he lived and died before 
the American Revolution, Sweden. 
borg evolved a psychological system 
astonishingly modern in its views of 
the individual’s relation to society, 
and, in its completeness, answering 
many questions only partially dealt 
with by psychologists of today. 

Two centuries ago thinking on the 
Bubject of the nature of the mind 
was almost entirely confined to the 
philosophers, who produced dead 
and abstract theories; they did not 
base their Psychology on any prac- 
tical observation of nature. Sweden. 
borg began his study o the mind and 
its relation to the body by thorough 
research in physiology, and in these 
studies was the first to arrive at cer- 
tain modern conceptions of the func- 
tions and activity of the brain and 
the nervous system. 

This physiological approach is 
now taken as a matter of course by 
modern psychotogists, who study Ux- 
haustively the mechanisms of men- 
tal life and the machinery which 
underlies our thinking. Swedenborg, 
with his training as a philosopher, 
was not satisfied to stop at this 
point, but carried his investigations 
into the nature of minc or spirit in its 
relation to the body. He came to re- 
gard the body as the region in which 


human being is to evolve harmony 
out of these conflicting mental 
forces, and states that this can be 
achieved by mental growth on the 
spiritual] plane. 

Unlike the idealistic philosophers 


Emanuel Swedenborg 


who preceded him he believed that 
spiritual growth cannot be achieved 
in withdrawal from everyday life, 
The “natural” is the servant and ex- 
pression of the spiritual, and natural 
things have a correspondence witi 
spiritual things. The “soul’s” salva- 
tion or mental health depends on a 
practical life of usefulness in the 
natural world, with acknowledg 
ment of a divine power which is
